Loyola  student  flattened  by 
runaway  campus  shuttle

A Loyola  student  was  stmck  by 
a shuttle  bus  yesterday  afternoon 
just  seconds  after  exiting  the 
Primo’s  cafeteria. 

The  student  was  carrying  a 
carry-out  sushi-filled  container 
and  several  Starbucks  desserts 
when  he  nonchalantly  crossed  the 
street  between  Wynnewood  Tow- 
ers and  Gardens  A.  He  was  appar- 
ently staring  into  the  sky,  trying  to 
remember  his  Privare  password. 

The  force  of  the  impact  sent  the 
student  flying  through  the  air  sev- 
eral feet,  witnesses  said.  His  mo- 
mentum was  eventually  slowed 


by  a well-placed  speed  bump,  and 
hesuddeniywentintoconvulsions. 

Witnesses  ran  to  attend  to  the 
struck-down  student.  One  alert 
student  ran  to  the  callbox  at  the  top 
of  the  stairs,  dialed  ext.  5555,  real- 
ized her  error,  and  promptly  di- 
aled ext.  5010. 

“Who  would  expect  that  a 
Loyola  shuttle  bus  would  be  on 
time'’”  asked  the  fading  voice  of 
the  victim,  as  he  drifted  off  into  an 
unconscious  stale. 

Students  began  running  after  the 
escaping  shuttle  bus,  wildly  flail- 
ing their  arms  to  stop  the  driver. 
To  the  surprise  of  students  who 
witnessed  the  accident,  the  shuttle 
continued  on  the  Y ork  Road  Route 


and  was  not  seen  again  for  nearly 
45  minutes  (which  did  not  sur- 
prise them).  Apparently  thedriver 
was  preoccupied,  reaching  for  the 
windshield  wipers  to  remove  sushi 
and  dessert  remains. 

Campus  Police  are  investigat- 
ing whether  weather  played  any 
role  In  the  accident.  Yesterday 
started  out  a nice,  70  degree  day, 
but  it  later  became  bitterly  cold 
and  rainy  in  true  Baltimore  fash- 
ion. 

The  injured  student  is  currently 
recovering  at  Shepard  Pratt.  Doc- 
tors are  still  trying  to  figure  out 
why  the  student  keeps  reciting  the 
Loyola  men's  and  women's  la- 
crosse schedules  in  iheir  enlirity. 


York  Road  bar  Crocodile's  closing 

Owners  blame  troubles  on  decreased  student  patronage

Crocodile’s,  a York  Road  estab- 
lishment. closed  its  doors  for  the 
last  time  on  Sunday.  Owner  Paul 
Tup  commented  “We  just  didn’t 
have  any  business.  Students  don’t 
drink  the  way  they  used  too.” 

Students  greeted  the  closing  of 
the  bar  with  enthusiasm.  Said 
Stacy  Nile  '00,  "I  hope  they 
turn  It  into  a late  night  study 
hall.  It  would  be  nice  to  take  a 
break  and  study  somewhere 
else  every  once  in  a while.” 

Many  similar  establish-  — 
ments  on  York  Road  are  experi- 
encing financial  difficulties.  Ac- 
cording to  a scientific  survey  of 
local  beverage  service  establish- 
ment owners,  revenues  have  been 
declining  consistently  since  the 
early  1990s.  Said  owner  of  The 
Italian  Ocean,  Reggie  Greene. 
“We've  tried  everything  --  we’ve 
lowered  our  prices  so  they  are  simi- 


lar to  those  charged  at  Primo's, 
where  most  of  our  patrons  shop, 
and  think  they  are  reasonable,  but 
nothing  seems  to  pick  business  up 
any.”  Lola  Butts,  owner  of  Dove 
on  the  River,  concurred.  Accord- 
ing to  Butts,  her  establishment  has 
been  forced  to  overlook  the  legal 
age  of  students  in  order  to  gain 
enough  patronage  to  stay  afloat.

Loyola  officials  greeted  the  an- 
nouncement with  one  of  their  own. 
According  to  Department  of  the 
Places  Where  People  Live,  a new 
team  of  Resident  Assistants  dedi- 
cating toencouraging  theconsump- 
“ tion  of  alcohol  has  been  as- 
sembled, Staled  Tina  Smoth, 
head  of  the  RA-SWAT,  "We 
felt  sorry  for  the  bar  owners. 
It's  not  fair  that  they  might

A quick  survey  of  patrons  on  a 
given  Saturday  night  concluded  that 
most  of  the  bar  flies  were  in  fact 
over  the  age  of  50,  well  over  the 
legal  age  when  alcohol  assumption 
is  permitted.  "It  means  that  we 
have  to  put  a lot  of  people  in  taxis 


hopes  to  create  a discount  agree- 
ment with  at  least  one  of  the  bars  to 
provide  shuttle  service  to  various 
establishments  on  Thursday,  Fri- 
day, Saturday  nights,  much  like 
local  college  Hans  Bobkins  Uni- 
versity. "We  think  it's  time  stu- 
dents had  better  access  to  alcohol,” 
states  Greene,  who  is  in  favorof  the 
shuttle  service.

Popular  student  J.  Crew 
succumbs  to  'Loyola  Uglyitis' 

Visiting  student  responsible,  said  student  looked  'cakey '

Loyola  student  Jamie  Crew 
died  suddenly  on  Saturday  night 
when  told  that  she  was  not  the 
most  beautiful  woman  on  the 
Loyola  campus. 

Crew  was  readying  herself  for 
a night  in  certain  establishments 
on  York  Road  when,  after  four 
hours  of  preparation,  she  was  told 
by  a visiting  Villanova  male  stu- 
dent that  she  was  not  the  ideal 
woman  in  the  characterization  of 
Loyola  by  other  schools  as  “Most 
Likely  to  Have  Girls  who  Look 
like  Playboy  Models.’’ 

The  male  continued  to  tell  her 
that  her  $300  outfit  was  over- 
done. her  four  layers  of  make-up 
were  too  cakey,  and  her  bronze 
tan,  peeling  away  between  the 
layers  of  her  cakey  face,  was  too 
much  of  a contrast  to  her 
bleached-blonde  hair  and  white 
lipstick. 

He  was  probably  right,  but  that’s 
beside  the  point. 

Crew  suddenly  became  dizzy, 
began  vomiting,  and  was  knocked 
unconscious,  She  was  taken  to 
the  local  hospital,  where  she  ar- 
rived in  a coma. 

Crew  died  several  hours  later 
from  a condition  known  as, 
"Loyola  Uglyitis.”  Doctors  com- 
mented that  the  condition  may 
have  began  in  Crew  her  freshman 
year,  when  friends  said  that  she 
began  to  feel  “not  pretty  enough.” 

“I  never  understood  what  she 
meant  by  that,”  said  her  room- 
mate, Gold  Navy.  "I  mean,  we  all 
roomed  together  this  year  because 
we  all  know  we’re  the  most  beau- 


tiful girls  on  campus.  Looks  were 
never  a problem  for  Jamie  when 
we  would  sit  around  and  compare 
ourselves  to  every  other  girl  on 
campus." 

Students  reportedly  did  not 
know  that  a case  of  "Loyola 
Uglyitis"  had  surfaced  until  they 
noticed  TV  crews  i n front  of  Guil- 
ford Towers,  turned  on  their  sets 
and  saw  the  report  on  the  1 1 o'clock 
news.  Students  originally  thought 
that  "Loyola  Uglyitis"  was  a dis- 
ease that  only  affected  the  other 
big-time,  prestigious  Loyolas  re- 
ferred to  as  "universities." 

Crew,  beloved  daughter  of  par- 
ents from  some  town  on  Long 
Island,  was  an  aspiring  business- 
woman. Outside  of  admiring  her 
picture  flash  on  an  Accounting 
class  screen.  Crew  spent  much  of 
her  time  choosing  her  outfits  for 
the  next  day. 


“She  was  always  on  top  of 
things.”  said  her  roommate.  Navy. 
“She  knew  what  she  would  be 
wearing  Friday  night  before  any 
of  us  did." 

Crew  did  additional  education 
experience  at  the  mentioned  es- 
tablishments on  York  Road, 
bouncers  confirmed. 

“Student  #085442  was  a nice 
girl,  anc^the  accident  was...  un- 
fortunate.” said  a Loyola  official. 

The  funeral  is  set  for  next  Sun- 
day at  1 1 :00  a.m.  The  exact  loca- 
tion of  the  funeral  is  known  only 
to  the  L.C.U.T.  (Loyola  Cover- 
Up  Team),  who  repeatedly  em- 
phasize the  importance  of  the 
family's  privacy,  and  something 
about  admissions.

Pan  of 
this  year’s  surplus  will  provide  RA- 
SWAT  with  a used  vehicle  of  the 
Cushman  variety  allowing  them  to 
reach  students  in  need  as  quickly  as 
possible.  The  rest  will  be  spent  on 
the  finest  alcohol  available,  most 
likely  Natural  Bohemian  Lite  Ice 
Beer  and  possibly  flasks  of  locally 
produced  vodka. 


According  to  Ranner,  "RA-

No  Rent  shows  perils  of  credit  card 
bills,  big  egos  of  college  students

“Five  hundred  twenty-five  thou- 
sand six  hundred  dollars...how  do 
you  measure,  measure  the  rent  at 
Loyola?”  the  cast  of  No  Rent  pon- 
ders aloud  to  the  audience.  For 
these  people,  20-something  stu- 
dents living  in  the  Charles  Street 
district  of  Northern  Baltimore,  a 
year  measures  the  difference  be- 
tween living  in  Wynnewood  and 
living  in  a cardboard  box  under- 
neath the  phone  booth  at  Royal 
Farms,  between  a night  at 
Crocodile’s  or  the  Italian  Ocean. 
Abercrombie  Crew’s  brilliant 
treatment  of  these  universal  themes 
has  created  a visionary  musical, 
which  earned  him  the  Best  Musi- 
cal 1996  Bony  Award  as  well  as 
the  1996  Dillitser  Prize.  No  Rent 
can  be  seen  daily  in  Wynnewood 
Towers  or  other  residential  build- 
ings on  the  Loyola  campus.  Spe- 
cial performances  in  protest  form 
can  be  seen  outside  the  office  of 
Student  Life  during  housing  se- 
lection dates. 

The  basic  plot  of  No  Rent  con- 
cerns the  protest  of  the  residents  of 
a deluxe  apartment  building  and 
adjacent  parking  lot.  Mufty  and 
Derrick,  two  principle  characters, 
are  told  by  their  former  roommate, 
Benjamin,  the  current  and  newly 
wealthy  landlord,  that  all  residents 
are  beingevicted  so  that  Benjamin 
can  build  a new  sports  facility  with 


arockclimbingwall.  Everyone  is 
shocked  at  the  news,  and  Tiffany, 
Muffy’s  former  girl  friend-turned- 
heterosexual.  decides  to  stage  a 
performance  protest  in  the  park- 
ing lot  at  midnight.  Halloween 
Eve.  After  her  protest,  Benjamin 
locks  the  tenants  out  of  the  build- 
ing. The  second  act  moves  away 
from  this  confusing  issue  and  fo- 
cuses on  the  relationships  and  per- 
sonal problems  of  the  characters. 

Derrick,  played  by  DKNY,  is  a 
troubled  college  student  in  credit 
card  debt,  whose  goal  is  to  ask  his 
CEO  parents  to  write  off  the  bills. 
Along  the  way,  he  falls  in  love 
with  Miranda  (Bebe  Dior),  an- 
other student  facing  the  same  prob- 
lem. Their  relationship  is  as  tu- 
multuous as  Tiffany  (Rolex 
Cartier)  and  Tootsie’s  (Kit-Kat 
Klein),  who  providea  sort  of  comic 
relief  to  the  heavy  drama,  through 
their  constant  bickering  over  the 
Gap  or  Banana  Republic.  Tiffany 
used  to  date  Pip  (Trey  Buff  ‘N 
Tuff),  a preppy  lacrosse  boy  and 
narrator  of  the  story,  who  records 
these  character’s  lives  and  tries  to 
make  sense  of  them,  as  well  of  his 
own  beer-pong  skills. 

Act  I is  sometimes  difficult  to 
understand,  for  Crew  forces  the 
audience  to  actually  pay  attention 
to  something  cultural.

The  second  half  of  the  show, 
however,  works  better,  simply 
because  most  of  the  audience 
leaves  by  this  point. 

What  makes  the  show  a block- 
buster is  not  only  the  plot,  nor  the 
characters,  but  the  free  drinks 
served  during  the  performance.

Hahns  Bopkins'  laboratory  reveals  results  of  study,  refuting  ill  effects  of  marijuana

OnMonday,  researchers  atHans 
Bopkins  University  released  their 
surprising  new  findings  about  the 
effects  of  marijuana  on  college 
students.  Their  three-year  study,

Loyola  College  sets  indoor  colle- 
giate attendance  record  at  Reitz

After  weeks  of  coming  close, 
Loyola  College  set  the  record  for 
attendance  at  an  indoor  collegiate 
athletic  event  when  40,000  fans 
packed  into  Reitz  Arena  for  the 
basketball  doubleheader  Friday. 

“The  enthusiasm  for  our  teams, 
and  for  selling  the  record,  was 
incredible,"  said 
Loyola’s  mascot.  The 
Greyhound.  “Icouldn’t 
even  see  the  game  with 
all  of  the  people  in  the 
stands,  but  I'.m  not 
complaining.  We  just 
want  to  show  the  rest  of 
the  country  what  kinds 
of  fans  we  have  here.” 

Initially,  the  athletic 
director  and  school  ad- 
ministrators were  con- 
cerned about  the  fire 
hazard  of  cramming  so 
many  excited  sports 
fans  into  an  arena  that 
holds  an  ideal  number 
of  3,000  people.  How- 
ever. when  faced  with 
the  task  of  trying  to  keep  iherowdy 
fans  outside,  they  decided  to  let 
everyone  in  who  wanted  to  be  part 
of  the  historic  event. 

Students,  faculty  members  and 
even  members  of  the«"rrounding 
community  sal  or  stood  wherever 
they  could  just  to  be  a part  of  the 
fun.  “Luckily  most  of  the  seating 
consists  of  bleachers,  or  we 


couldn’t  havedone  it.”  commented 
one  member  of  the  Dog  Pound. 
The  bodies  of  fans  from  the  first 
row  were  piled  so  high  that  they 
nearly  touched  the  ceiling. 

Although  the  coaches  werecon- 
cerned  that  the  overabundance  of 
fans  would  distract  the  players 
from  their  games,  they  were 
pleased  with  the  incredible  fan 
support.  “I’ve  never  seen  Reitz 


rock  like  this!”  screamed  the 
women’s  coach,  over  the  cheering 
of  the  crowd.  “We  could  go  unde- 
feated at  home  every  year  with  a 
home-court  advantage  like  this.” 

The  fans  were  not  merely  inter- 
ested in  the  record  they  were  set- 
ting. They  had  signs  and  chants 
ready  to  show  support  for  their 
favorite  team  (the  Clippers,  of 


course).  Visiting  players  were 
heard  mumbling  that  they  had 
never  seen  anything  like  the  en- 
thusiasm they  saw  here  Friday. 
Many  said  they  wished  they  never 
had  to  play  at  Loyola  because  of 
the  tough  crowds  and  the  intimi- 
dation.

Nowthat  iheat- 
lendance  record 
has  been  set. 
Loyola  officials 
will  not  continue 
toallow  this  many 
fans  into  Reitz 
Arena  for  fear  of 
fire  hazard  viola- 
tions, In  the  fu- 
ture. students 
wishing  to  get 
tickets  to  games 
will  have  to  wait  in  line  for  them, 
just  as  students  at  larger  schools 
must  do. 

“I’d  camp  out  in  the  rain;  I’ll 
wait  in  line  for  days  if  I have  to," 
said  one  fan,  who  could  not  be 
identified  because  he  was  painted 
head  to  toe  in  green  and  grey.
